LORD DERBY MAKES A SPEECH.

London, Dec. 15. — Karly tliia inoniiiig 
tiiiuics were discoveruil issuing froui tlie 
front wiiitlowa of lluni|iti)n Court of the 
Royal Palace, at Hninpton, 15 miles from 
Londbn.

lilo believes that in a _ few years, despite 
Iceland act, small tenants in Ireland 
would be just aa dependent as ever on 
the forbearance of landlords. Thus the 
old difllcnlties would recur, but lie thought 
the government should abstain from en- 
icouraging further legislation in regard to 
die Irish lands. The government should 
r«if UB0^ to listen, to oiaiins for Irish nation- 
alitV''^b'wHatever ' disguise it is presented 
in.

Esqui- 
malt district follows, and each sueocasive 
towii'and district of tho province is tro.it- 
ed in tho same w.iy, so tliat the fullest in- 
formation is ;itl'orded concerning it in a 
concise form. At tiie end of tho diroo- 
tbryia a-" compendium of British Col- 
umbia," iU» early history, climate re- 
sources and general feiituret, etc. , con- 
taining a variety of miscellaneous infor- 
mation, inoludiiig provincial industries, 
hiud and pre emption laws, wages, the 
Cantutiau I'acific r.ulway, table of dis- 
tances, ganu), etc. It only remains to 
conjgratulate the puMishor on tiio sue- 
ccseful completion of the work, and to 
oxjire-ss the hope tiiat he may find lii.s 
t>ntcri>ri.s.-) rcwarde<l.i not only by the 
thought that lie has rendered a valuable 
Bcrvice to the province, but otherwise, in 
such a siibBlantial manner as may oncour- 
!igo him to undort.iko a similar work 
again, when the lapse of time shall hnvp 

tendered it nccoasact. 

METHODIST UNION. 

A few years agii tho Prcsbyteriiiu bod- 
ii,'S of Kastern (J.'iuada .sol other denomi- 
iiatioiiH,diirering but little iu cluirch gov- 
crnniRlit and. not at all in doctrine or 
;nndi'a of ivofahip, a good example by ef- 
fecting a union. Since that jioriod the 
united cliurch lias prospered .beyond all 
lirec^ent. At a later date the Wosleyah 
Jlethodists and New Connexion Jletho- 
dist.s brought about a union, and this 
move also was found to bo in the right 
direction; the term "We.sleyan" being 
dropped and tho '"Methodist Church of 
Canada"' adopted in its placo. Nothing 
but good has come of this amtilgahiaUoh 
wliicii paved tho waj' to a still more com- 
prelienaivo nieaHun' il:at is now occupy- 
ing the attontioiL of the religious world 
in Eii«tein Canada and Newfoundland 
iiliiiust to the exolu.sion of every other 
subject, fjcading Bi)iril8 in the Metho- 
dist, Mothodi.st Episcopal, Primitive 
Methodist and Hible Christian Churches, 
have, many of them for a few years past, 
kept Ui) a ct)nstant and well directed agi- 
tation until last summer it cuhninated in 
an able committee being formed at the 
general conference of the ♦lethodist 
chtircli held at Hamilton, to meet commit- 
tees' from the otllcr churches interested. 
Cimfereneea of tho Methodist Episcopal 
church, tho Primitive Methodists and 
Bible Chriflli.-ma responded and n formal 
meeting of tlie whole was held in the 
above city and tho cominittee.adjo.irned 
to meet for the despatch of hu.iiness in 
Toronto during the last days of Novem- 
YmvanA heginnvic of tho pni»n'i> «i »."th. 
I'ho first notion of thia larga committee 



omposed of the ablest and best meiTtha't 

ould have been selected was to carry a 
cresolution that union w.as desirable and 
pr acticable. This was done by uii over- 
whelming majority and sub committees 
were formed to discuss and report jipoa 
the details of union and basis upon which 
it could be'Qsrriedj'into exdeution. '^Mu- 
tual -concesaions and many' prejudices 
have, iis a matter of course- to be over- 
come. The episcopal form of church 
government on the part of one iidlu- 
entiid branch of Methodism wil! have 
to be given up to a certain e.vtont, and 
the mere fact of a willinsness to make 
such a radical change is iiuTicativo of tho 
carne-stneas with which thia numerous 
and wealthy body is approaching tho 
great question of union. The most num- 
erous and richest church, with coin- 
mondiible alacrity is willing to abandon 
old and cherislicd forms for the sake uf 
bringing tho issuo to a successful termi- 
nntion. Primitive Methodists oiid Bible 
Christians will not have to tear up such 
time-honored landniarki. Another pro- 
blem to be solved is the ;unalgan'iatioii of 
educational interests. The iMetliodist 
church alone holds Uinversity and Col- 
lege proiietty wor.h at letist half a million 
of dollars to 8;iy nothing of ladies colleges 
and.semiuarics worth almost an equal am- 
ount Oollcga and university proijorty 
belonging to tho Episcopal Methodists 
will probably foot up close upon aijuarter 
of a million; while i)roperty of tho .same 
description under control of the smaller 
bodies is far from inconsiderable. U is 
claimed ^by the sub-comniittou that all 
thos^ inti<ajt8''''canjbd cSnaolidateirl^o the 
honoi- of tiffcir gniduates^ndfthe advan- 
tage of thoir educational work." IJut 
perhaps the greatest revolution that is 
likely to be brought about by the consu- 
ination of thia union will be the largo 
number of churchea and parsonages that 
will bo thoii; rendered usolesM. .Vta low 
estimaio these will', if sold, produce near- 
ly a miUfbn ddllard. ■ It is proposed to 
devote tho proceeds of this property to 
the extension of church accommodation 
whore required and in many other ways to 
ease the inevitable frction that must en- 
sue in bringing about a now state of 
things. . 7-]hp probable. Ihi'ge surplus after 
all those couLingeueioB arti: provided for 
will bo dealt with' By the aovernl aiinii.al 
I conferences arid applied to aiich uses as 
may be considered most conducive to tho 
interests uf the united church. It will 
readily be seen that were the difleront 
Methodist bodies "one and undivided" in 
many places <ine minister would do the 
work of several and uno building would 
contain tho worshippers that are now dis- 
tributed among two, three or even four 
churches. As many of our renders are 
aware it ia no unusual thing to tind con- 
grogationa of all the bodies now seeking 
amalgamation in tlie sanie small town or 
vsllagby some of them, perhapa striiggling 
for a bare e.tistenco, and the pastor sub- 
jected to privation and linancial embar- 
rassment that many other men would 
aink under. A largo percentage of these 
ditiicultie^ wquld.be obviated, .by. the suc- 
cessful carrying ov.t.of the. lUQv/nient now 
under consideration. Ttiat^ it will be ac- 
complished sc;ircoiy hdmita of doubt, and 
then the career of the united Methodist 
church in the future will certainly very far 
outstrip the success of the paB|,Jinpreee- 
dented as that has been^.'.l'ihei'eiwill bo 
no disturbajcp of exiatiiig arratigemonts 
iu this-firoVinoB; foe the. very- sijiiple rea- 
son tliiit so far only Wesleyan Methodists, 
lately so called, have eatabliahou a foot- 
hold.. The success of this seheinu, there- 
fore, will liavo tho effect of preventing 
snoh divisions of religious effort among 
denominations so nearly -simihir us aro 
coranion in tho eastern provinces, The

William J. Clark was indicted for cut- 
ting and wounding George F. Go-fiiell at 
tho Moaquetairoa saloon on .I()iinai.)U 
street on tho 12th of October last. 

On a jury being empannullud, Mr. Cas- 
per Van Alluian waa clio.son foreman. 

There wore about, twelve ohallungoa 
before thu panel was SMd 'ai^ of these 
SU[ or seven wore on thesfde oif the prose- 
cution and throe for the defence. 

Mr. Harrison for the Crown, Mr. T. 
Davie for the defence. 

Prisoner pleaded not guilty. 
The Crown proaecntor e.^iilainod the 
indictment aud the nature of thu otlbnse. 

George F. Gosnell, sworn — I remember 
nicoting Clark in the INIuaquotaires saloon 
on the l'2th of October. I was gftiig 
down Johnson street and met Clark and 
a half-breed woman and a young man 
named Chiipman on corner of .lohnaon 
and Government streeta. One of tlium 
askud me if 1 had any money. 1 said only 
two biti. They_8aid "coiuo and take a 
drink." We ' went ' into the salboti when 
tlie woman put down two bits and wo had 
a drink all round. .\fter aitting thei'o 
awhile, we went into another rouiu ad- 
joining and Clark began talking about tho 
woman. 1 said there was lio uao lighting 

about her — she was only a ; — , ide 

then.strtick at me ititd hit me jnj tjib i^yc. 
I struck at him but missed and fell down. 
As I was turning to got up when ho brought 
botli his knees on my arm and liL-ld me 
down and stabbed mo. Somebotly pullud 
him otl' and then I got up and went tu the 
doctor's; got tho wounds dressed aiul went 
home. The stabbing was dime with a 
'small knife in the temple and in the cheek. 
The cuts were about three weeks healing 
up. 

Oroas-oxamined by Mr. T. Davio — 
Clark struck tirst, a.iw no kniie in pris- 
oner's hand, but saw it drop out uf liis 
hand; I cannot identify the knife; had 
one drink bofuro going into that saloon; 
bad seen Clark with the girl ^ hud heard 
that he was married to her, but didn't 
believe it; she talks good Engliah; did 
not ircijuont uniy.in.ioon; LiarK was a liLtlo 
drunk; I cannot say how many people 
were in the saloon; [lerhaija si.'^ or eight; 
did not want to get into trouble with 
prisoner; had always been on good terms 
with him; was m my back when tho cut 
was received. 

To ftlr. Harrison — T do not l^iow what 
kind of a reputation thu woman boars; 
have hoard lliat aho was married to 
another man. 

J. H. King, awoni — Was manager of 
tile Mosquetaires saloon when Gosnell was 
cut; heard a noiae in the back room and 
saw (iosnoll getting up out of tho fight; 
took hold of liim by the arm and told 
him to go liome; I then went to tho bar- 
rojiuand prisoner and Gosnell commenced 
lighting again;' did not see nny more of 
the difficulty till it waa all ovei'; Mr. Mar- 
wick gave me a penknife which I after- 
wards gave to Oflicer McLeod; Inn e seen 
the half-breed Mary hundreds of times. 

Cross-oxamined — I have seen tho wo- 
man with Clark; QosnoU was drunk aud 
quarrelaonie. 

. Dr. Jiickson deposed to .(he,.. n^tturo of 
the wounds inflicted on Gosnell ; they 
wcro on tho head, one of them dividing 
a small artery ou llie loft temple and the 
other was a suporlicial cut on the left 
cheek; the wound on the temple coiilil 
not have penetrated further without frac- 
turing the bone; saw tiusiicll, twice after- 
wards, i e 3 # fi '-J i'ijiji i 

To Afr. Davie — It would nott.iko much 
force to inflict such a cut; that part of 
the head ia akin and muacle; the wounds 
tuight have been inflicted while tho par- 
ties were standing up or lying down. 

Wra. Marwick, sworn— 1 went ucross 
the street from WdliamsL' stikble...9i}ilho 
evening of 12th October, as I saw Arorowd 
at the saloon; saw' Cliirk' on one side of 
the room and Goanoll at the other, with 
a lialf-breed woman bt^twoen them; the 
men struck at each other after (Jusnell 
had called tho woman names; Chu k .struck 
at Gosnell again aud I .saw blood tlyint; 
from GosneH's head; saw tho knife fail 
out of Clark's hand; he got hold of it 
again, but I took it away from him; put 
it ia my pocuut and helped to part tliem; 
saw a good deal of Ijloud. 

To iMr. Davie— Both the men appeared, 
to be drunk. . &\ " i 

This closed tho case for the prosecu- 
tion. 

Mr. Davie remarked that tlie jui-y' 
would consider this easo a mo.at painful' 
one. Both of the young men were the 
sous of most retpectable parents; both uf 
them well brought up and well known in 
the community. Fie ditl not propose to 
attempt to make the jury believe that the 
wounds ou GosneH'a head had not boon 
inllicted by Clark, but he was prepared to 
show by evidence that there waa nothing 
vicious about tho unfortunate young man 
at tho bar, and they were well aware that 
men did nut become criminals all at once. 
They must, be perfectly satisfied .of j^ie 
criminal intent of the young man before 
they convicted him. They would have to 
find that the prisoner committed the of- 
fence criminally and maliciously before 
declared a verdict of guilty under tho in- 
dictment. The extenuating circum- 
ataiicea of the case and the provocations 
givon wore then cuuimentcd on at .some 
length. Tiie learned counsel contended 
that tho fact of Clarlc'a having the knife 
in his hand wan aiicidental and that it waH 
not drawn with a m.ilicious intent as he 
had no time t<,« do. so. The prisoner 
might not have been aware that the knife 
ivaa in his baud at tho time when he waa 
under great uxcitoment. Ho could pro- 
duce ovidcnco that would negative the 
malicious intent charged against the pri.t- 
oner. ' '' 

Thoma.-i Stark; sworr.— I was close to 
Clark and Goanoll ou the l'2ll: Octol-jr, 
\?hen they liad a light; tlioy clinclicd; 
Gosnell fell and Clark fell on top of him; 
Marwick said, "what's this'l" and he 
stooped down and picked up a knife otf 
tlii) floor and put it in his pppkbf ; did nut 
see Clark draw a knife; he 'had not Buili- 
cient time to draw it aftor the fight com- 
menced. 

Cross-oxamined by Mr. Harrison — I 
have been in gaol about a nibiith for sell- 
ing whisky to Indians; had been' in gaol 
once or- twice before: had been let 6S 
sooner than the cxpiratiOn''of -liiii'time in 
tho penitentiary tor good conduct there; 
did not take any meaaago from Clark to 
Marwick while in prison; I had no op- 
portiiujty. of doing so. 

Ahldrow J.'Beontel', sworn — 1 know the 
prisoner, Clark, well; he has been a waiter 
in my employ; never knew liim to be 
quarrelsome. 

Wn». Chirk, sworn — I have be-in in this 
city since '59; tho prisoner ia my oldest- 
boy and was eight months old when I first 
arrived; he is not qii.ttreUome, but quick- 
tempered; he a]way«i<l}|df'{^(]^in{i^y friends 
among the boys. 



the part of the prisoner' hiid-. been fully 
negatived. ; bu_opiuioii the .whole, evi- 
dence weiii io 'prove" ihSS'C!ark"'araK6t 
idraw' tho'kiiife for the purpose "of ^wound- 
ing Gosnell bcciitiae he had no opportunity 
of doing so. Tlio inference must thero- 
lore be drawn that tho wounding was 
-pur^ly^ accidental. The learned counsel 
asked 3h<^ ji'fy to have mercy ' on the 
young man at the bar and^ acquit hiin of 
any malicious or; foloiiiouSjIntenCif^ For- 
tunately no permanent harm had been 
doiio and the difhculty would be a life- 
long lesson to both the parties. He 
hoped that gentlemen of tho jury would 
remember that tliu prisoner liad been al- 
ready terribly pijuiahed by lying in gaol 
for more .thaiL three months aud by bring- 
inK ehamu and disgrace upon parents and 
friends. They would, ho thought, nega- 
tive tiiat part uf tho indictment which 
charged the priapner with malicious in- 
tent. He would ask them to give tho 
prisoner one uioro cliaiico to live a bettor 
life in tho future by an acquittal. 

ftlr. Harrison replied on tho part of the 
prosecution, stated that ho waa obliged to 
do his duty by society at large. While 
acknowledging the ability of tho counsel 
for the prisoner and tho able manner that 
the jury had been addressed, yet he waa 
in duty bound to defend the course pur- 
sued by the Crown, Painful as it waa he 
was obliged to say that in hia opinion tho 
grave charge laid out in the indictment 
had been fully proven. The jury must 
bear in iniiul that the length of time that 
tho ])i'isoner bad been in gaol was a ques- 
tion for hi» lordship to deal with when, he 
passed sentence for tho oH'uuce. A ver- 
dict for a IvsMui' oiroiioe might bu handed 
in if tho jury were satialied that tho evi- 
lU-nce would not warrant u conviction for 
the graver charge. If tha caso had not 
been prcjveii they ought to give thu jiris- 
oiier a gni/d delivery and let kim go. 

Hia hn-dship explained the law wit.'i 
regard to serious bodily harm, disfiguru- 
mont, etc. If the jury thought that 
there waa no iiitontion of doing grievous 
biidily harm, they might find in a less aeri- 
ciua oil'i.-nL'o. lOuvy, maiteo .■mil haired wore 
clearly dodiii'd and the jury wore fully 
informed aa to tho bearing of those feel- 
ings upon criminal cases. The question 
foi|_the'jury'tq deojdo^ wits' ai to th^ infc- 
licid^iBnoaa iii'th6 first Count, unhiwful In- 
tention ill the .loeond itiid tliird, which 
amoiiiitod only to a coniuioii a.^sault. ICvi- 
donce was then read over and conunonted 
on ill detail. His lordship simuiied ii]) 
at consideruble length, with tho greatesit 
possible care and fairuesa; and charged 
the jury to do their duty to society at 
large, whose' interests "thoy wore bbiind 
to protect . 

Tho jury, after being out about -15 
minutes, returiiod to the courtroom with 
a verdict of guilty of eoiiinion aaaaull.

<(C'/ui'/, to wliich the Crown replied. 

A jury, of which ftlr. C. B. Brown was 
chosen fon!nian, wiia enniaiinelled to try 
this pica. 

It appeared that the prisoner had been 
tried upon tho eauio charge at the.Assizej 
in 1881, and the jury had retiirned a | 
verdict which had been accepted by tho 
presiding judge, ai\(.\ which tho Crown 
claimed as n verdict of guilty and tho 
prisonor at the j)revious trial having been 
remanded into custody wa.s subsequently 
brought before the court on a writ of 
habem corpus and admitted to. bail until 
the next Assizes, thu Chief Justice hold- 
ing that tho veniiet wa.i a nullity, Mr. 
Justice Croaao held that the pt'isonor had 
been convicted and Mr. Justice (Jray 
tliiit ho had buon acquitted. 

Mr. Oiirrisun, ia answer to the plea, 
now producod a roccrd.of the Supremo 
Court, dniwii up upon 'tho habeas coiijiu 
proceedings, reversing the former judg- 
ment and awarding a cenire ih inifu, 

Tlii.s, ftlr. Davie contended, the court 
lind no power tu do, aa upon tho re- 
iurn to a writ of liabeoH cui-jnia the court 
could deal only with tho peraun of the 
prisoner and not with the record of the 
proceedings — citing Bacon's Abridj^moht, 
Til. Habeas Corpus B. 

ftlr. Justice .McCreiglit .s.iid that tho 
point was an iuipoi'tant one and that he 
would roaerve it for the consideration of 
the court, ineaiiwhilo the record of the 
Supremo Co irt must bo tnkea aa con- 
clusive, and under his lordship's direction, 
the jury found tho plea not proved. 

Mr. Davio thou pleaded not guilty to 
ihe iiidictinont and the trial was post- 
poned until ftlniidftv at 11 o'clock a. m. 

His lordship annonncod that ho would 
sentence the prisoners on Monday morn- 
iii!.' at 10 o'clock.
